But ‘though rubbd: has carn~ 
ed many fortunes for the men 
who fo'lowed Mr Ridley’s early 
Jend, he himself is a man of 
modest means, Hving quietly on 
the edie of Kew Gardens, in 
London.

T= story of his achievement {s 
all the more {iscinating be- 
cause it is little known, It will 
not be found in history books, 
nor among the great success 
sto-les of the last century, Yet 
it {s a story wo'l worth telling. 

Mr Ridley was a young man 
ef 32 when he arrived in 
Singapore. . He had heard of 
the attempts that had already 
been made to grow rubber U-ecs 
in Asin, He knew, for instance, 
that a number of rubber seeds, 
sent from Kew, had been plant- 
ed {n Indla, but had perished 
during the cold senson, He 
Icnew too, that rubber plants, 
also from, Kew, had been 
planted in Ccylon, bul had 
been given up a5 a commer- 
clal proposition. 

He had heard of experiments 
carried oul on tubber trees in 
the Singapore Botanical Gar- 
dens. Twenty-two scedlings, a 
few from the same batch that 
had been sent to Kew from 
Brazil, had been panted there, 
When Mr Ridley first saw them, 
they bad multiplied, . There 
were now about a thousand 
rubber trees In the Gardens, 
but they were overgrown with 
secondary jungle, . 

The trecs were there, burst- 
Ing with latex, but nobody 
knew, how to set it out, Stip- 
olng ‘the tree of its bari, as 
they did in ‘Brazil, yielded a 
sertain amount of rubber, but it 
also killed the tree, It didn't 
aced‘a botanist to tel that this 
method was unsatisfactory.
